Rockefeller, Jr., happened to be a member 
of a New York grand jury appointed to 
Investigate vi«c conditions. He le*med 
enough to arouse, a keen interest in the 
subject, and since then hi* «p«nt time and 
money conducting a thorough Inquiry into 
the causes and conditions of the white slave 
traffic. The ultimate effect of Mr. Rocke- 
feller's activities will undoubtedly prove 
highly beneficial. 


Now Mr*, W. K. Vanderbilt has essayed 


a similar role by starting a systematic in- 
quiry into and war against the illicit sate 
of cocaine, heroin and other habit-forming 
drugs. She employed expect investigators 
to find Out the status of the trade in New 
York City, and already the movement has 
developed into an effort to secure legisla- 
tion from Congress as the only way of deal- 
ing adequately with the evil. 


The extent to which the use of cocaine, 


heroin, morphine and like drugs, has in- 
creased ttt recent ^ears is amazing. The 
quantity of such drugs imported, especially 
cocaine, is declared to be many times the 
amount that could possibly be used in legiti- 
mate medical practice. Whatever nwy be 
said In defense of some of the, prepara- 
tions, reputable physicians unite in de- 
noundng cocaine, as an unmitigated curse, 
which should not be prescribed under any 
circumstances because there are other drugs 
which Im>duce&lhc beneficial effects dc- 
stred without creating th* deadly habit. 


Police authorities everywhere agree 


that the various forms of "dope" are re- 
sponsible for a constantly increasing per- 
centage of crime. Some time ago tBe jajier 
here was quoted as saying that a large ma- 
jority of the prisoners confined for petty of- 
fenses, chiefly stealing, are "hop heads," or 
dope fiends. Whatever the character of the 
victim may have been before his addiction 
to the habit, once he acquires it he will lie, 
steal, or commit any crime to obtain the 
"drugr ' 
" 


Clearly, an evil of such terrible aspect 


ought to be dealt with sunimarily, and 
Con- 


gress should investigate the situation care- 
fully to learn the best methods and then 
enact appropriate legislation.
